providing a set of predetennined function definitions which are different, at least 

one of said predeteraiined function definitions defining a function for editing image data; 

storing a project definition that is operable when executed to edit said image data 

and which includes: 

a plurality of function portions which each correspond to one of said 
fLmction definitions in said set, and which each define at least one input port and at least one 
output port that are functionally related according to the corresponding function definition, at 
least one of said plurality of flmction portions comprising a user-defined custom definition 
function portion associated with said project definition; 

a further portion which includes a source portion identifying a data source 
and defining an output port thi-ough which said image data from the data source can be produced, 
and which includes a destination portion identifying a data destination and defining an input port 
through which said image data can be supplied to the data destination; and binding infomiation 
which includes binding portions that each associate a respective said input port with one of said 
output ports; 

executing said project definition; and 

automatically transmitting a communication to a remote device through a 
communication link after editing said image data during execution of said project definition, 
wherein transmitting said communication occurs after editing a predetennined number of 
images. 

2. (Original) A method according to Claim 1 , including the step of caiTying out said 
transmitting step as said executing step is completing. 
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3. (Original) A method according to Claim 1, including the step of fomiatting said 
communication as an electronic mail message. 

4. (Original) A method according to Claim 1 , including the step of configuring said 
communications link to include a network. 

5. (Original) A method according to Claim 4, including the step of configuring said 
network to include a portion of the Internet. 

6. (Original) A method according to Claim 1 , wherein said transmitting step 
includes the step of causing one of said function portions to send the communication.

least one of said plurality of function portions comprising a user-defined custom definition 
function portion associated with said project definition;

tlirough which said image data can be supplied to the data destination; and binding inforaiation 
which includes binding portions that each associate a respective said input port with one of said 
output ports;

communication hnk after editing said image data during execution of said project definition, 
wherein transmission of said communication occurs after editing a predetennined number of 
images. 

8. (Currently Amended) A computer-readable HiediwH: storage media according to 
Claim 7, wherein said program is operable when executed to effect said transmission of said 
communication as the execution of said project definition is completing. 

9. (Currently Amended) A computer-readable mediuffl storage media according to 
Claim 7, wherein said progi-am is operable when executed to forniat said communication as an 
electronic mail message. 

10. (Currently Amended) A computer-readable medium storage media according to 
Claim 7, wherein said progi-am is operable when executed to cause one of said function portions 
to effect said transmission of said communication.

12. (Previously Presented) A method according to Claim 1, wherein said 
communication identifies an occun-ence of a predefined condition.

15. (Original) A method according to Claim 1 , wherein at least one of said 
plurality of fijnction portions comprises an external action function portion. 

16. (Original) A method according to Claim 1 5, wherein said external action 
fimction portion provides an image and a command to an external image processing application 
for processing. 
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1 7. (Original) A method according to Claim 1 , wherein at least one of said 
plurality of function portions comprises an interactive function portion configured to pause 
execution of the project definition. 

18. (Original) A method according to Claim 1 , wherein said operation of 
executing said project definition is configured to process image data corresponding to a plurality 
of images to adjust characteristics of said images so as to bring them into general confonnity 
with each other. 

19. (Original) A method, comprising the steps ofi 

providing a set of predetemiined function definitions, at least one of said 
predetermined fijnction definitions defining a function for editing image data; 

storing a project definition that is operable when executed to edit said image data 
and which includes: 

a plurality of function portions which each con-espond to one of said 
fiinction definitions in said set, and which each define at least one input port and at least one 
output port that are functionally related according to the corresponding function definition; 
a further portion which includes: 

a source portion identifying a data source and defining an output 
port through which said image data from the data source can be produced, and 

a destination portion identifying a data destination and defining an 
input port tlirough which said image data can be supplied to the data destination; and 

binding infomiation which includes binding portions that each 
associate a respective said input port with one of said output ports; 

executing said project definition, wherein said project definition is configured to 
process image data con-esponding to a plurality of images to adjust characteristics of said images 
so as to bring them into general confonnity with each other. 

20. (CuiTently Amended) A eemptte-reada ble medium method according to Claim 
19, further comprising automatically transmitting a comnumication to a remote device through a 
communication link after editing said image data during execution of said project definition, 
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wherein transmitting said communication occurs after editing a predetennined number of 
images.
